Judging 
by observations on various positions 
ot the field of the battle and by state- 
ments of prisoners, of Whom there ais 
now 1,720, the enemy's losses must 
have been heavy and cam not hav 
fullen far short of 10,000 men within 
three days, <A trajn at the Don sia- 
tlon was blown up by our alrerart 
Sunday morning.” 


While the war office makes no men 
tion af the region where the above 
operations took place, it is probable 
that they occurred i@ the vicinity of 
Neuve Chapelle, where gevere fighting 
has been in progress for several days, 
The town of Don, where the railroad 
station is reported to nave been blown 
up, Hes about ten miles southwest of 
Lille. 


PRENCHL REPORT, 
PARIS, Mareh 14, via London 
(11,50 p.m.)—The following — official 
statement was issued by the war of- 
fice tonight: 
“The British air aquadron has ef- 
fectively bombarded Westende, The 
success @ained by the Hritish armies 
at Neuve Chapelle proves to have bee> 
very complete. They advanced on 1 
frout of about three kilometres (about 
two miles) with a depth of from 1900 
to 1500 metres, capturing successively 
three lines of trenches and a fortified 
work to the south of Neuve Chapei'e, 
Counter attacks delivered by the Ger- 
mans with great viglenee were re- 
pulsed, The enemy suffered geent 
losses and left in the hands of ou’ 
allies prisoners to a number considers 
ably greater than at first reportet. 
The British heavy and fleid artiliery 
very effectively prepared the way for 
and supported the victorious action of 
the infantry. 
“In Champagne we have consolid- 
ated our new front by advances at 
different points and have firmly estav- 
lished ourselves on the fine of cresls 
captured from the enemy, In dhe Ar- 
gonne between Four-De-Par's and
